Four Peints Stand Out. 

Four points stoéd out in the for- 
mation of the new enforcement cam- 
paign, 

One was the issuance of orders to 
every prohibition administrator and 
his deputies to submit to Washing- 
ton plans for dovetailed operations 
involving the 500 agents. 

Another was the announcement of 
the intended purchase of $50,000 
worth of automobiles. 

A third was notification to all ad- 
ministrators to select their quotas of | 
agents from the list of 3,000 
having them ready for duty 
by July 1. Plans also were laid for 
sending then. to school. 

Lastly, Woodcock made known the 
creation of an “intelligence division 
to study ‘enemy’ operations.” 

“We want to have a definite plan 
of action in every section before July 
1,” he said. “There is no use hav- 


ing increased facilities unless there is 
a campaign to employ them. And I 
want some real .oinking done upon 
it. We should get away from 
ld policy of living and operating 
against violators on a day by day 
basis.”

Borough Population 
Ratio by Races Given 


During the last decade the white 
population of the borough of Atlan- 
ta increased 30.8 per cent, as com- 
pared to an increase of 43.4 per 
cent in the negro population, figures 
released by the federal census bu- 
rean at Washington Wednesday re- 
vealed, 

Based on the borough’s 1980 pop- 
ulation of 270,366, the census fig- 
ures showed that at present there 
are 180,247 white persons residing 
within the borough limits, 90,075 | 
negroes, and 44 “other colors”— 
which classification embodies races 
such as Indian, Porto Rican, Fili- 
pino and others. 

The ratio of racial population for 
Atlanta thus is shown to be two 
whites to one of other than Cau- 
casian extraction. The figures cited, 
it was said, are for the borough of 
Atlanta proper, as distinguished 
from Greater Atlanta.

H. G. Lansdale, of 316 Rosser | 
street, S. W., salesman for a refriger- | 
ating equipment company, is being | 
held for questioning in Little Rock | 
in connection with the shooting of | 
W. U. McCabe, 50-year-old Arkansas | 
representative and former state sen-| 
ator, dispatches said Thursday. Mc-| 
Cabe was said to have been critically | 
wounded in a Little Rock hotel early | 
Thursday, by a bullet fired gen, 
the door of his room. 

The hotel night clerk told waiter 
that a short time before the shooting 
Lansdale had complained that McCabe. 
was intoxicated and creating a dis-| 
turbance in his room, situated next to | 
his own. The clerk, John Hammett, | 
quoted Lansdale as saying, “If you | 
don’t stop him, I will.” | 

The house detective, hearing . the 
rushed to McCabe’s room, ar- | 


.22 calibre pistol in a! 
hand bag. They maintained there was | 
‘an odor of powder about the weapon | 
though Lansdale said it had not been 
loaded for several weeks, and per- 
\sgistently denied that he had fired 
the shot. 

A few minutes before Lansdale was 
said to have complained to the clerk 


the clerk and reported that another 
guest was trying to break into his 
room. Dr. Odie Tomkins, in a room 
adjoining McCabe's overheard the con- 
versation, he said, and called the clerk

enter McCabe's room, While Tomkins 
was talking to the clerk, he told police, 
the shot rang out. Police, however, 
could elicit no information from the 
wounded man except the fact that an- 
other guest had shot him.

ARKANSAS SOLONS

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 12.—

PLOT 10 BLOW UP 


PRISON THWARTED 


Leaders Apprehended in 
Attempt To Dynamite 
Section of Ohio Pen. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, March 12.— 
(P)—An alleged plet to dynamite the 
Junction City prison brick plant and 
release convicts working there was 
reported to have been thwarted by 
authorities today when five of the 
ring leaders were taken from the plant 
and brought to the Ohiowpenitentiany 
1ere, 

The five conspirators were brought 
to the prison here by Superintendent 
tlosser of the brick plant. 
| ported he had found dynamite in a 
iclay bank’ outside the stockade and 
‘that he Jearned the dynamiting was 
‘to have occurred next Sunday night. 
The explosion, he understood, was to 
have blasted the dormitory where 
prisoners are confined when not work-

The ring leaders, Blosser said, ad- 
mitted the plot and led him to the spot 
where the explosives were cached.

Col. Lea and Caldwell Freed 
Under Bond Pending Hearing 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 12.— 
(P?)—While newspapermen and pho- 
tographers kept constant vigil, Colo- 
nel Luke Lea, newspaper publisher, 
and Rogers Caldwell, financier, 
walked unobserved into: the federal 
building tonight and made $15,000 
bond on charges of yolating the na- 
tional banking laws and departed 
withouf an interview or a picture, 


The only reporter who witnessed 
the ceremony was a member of the 
staff of the Nashville Tennessean, 
who accompanied Luke Lea, Jr., to 
the federal judge’s office, where the 
bond was signed. 

Mr. Lea, Jr., said that Colonel Lea 
had been driven te the federal build- 
ing by Mrs. Lea and that Mr. Cald- 
well, unable to locate his chauffeur, 
had driven to the federal building in 
a taxicab, complaining meanwhile of 
the expense. How they evaded the 
waiting reporters was unexplained. 

Two true bills returned by the 
United States district grand jury. for 
east Tennessee at Greeneville Satur- 
day charged them and J. Basil Ram- 
sey, president of the closed Holton Na- 
tional bank of Knoxville, with con- 
spiring to violate the national bank- 
ing laws and with violating them in 
connection with transactions of the 
bank. Ramsey made $25,000 bond in 
Knoxville several days ago. 

As Lea and Caldwell live 
middle Tennessee district, capiases 
could not be.served on them in the 
district where the indictments were 
returned. In such cases it is the

practice to forward the non-executed 
capiases to the district where the de- 


fendants are located for execution 
there. When these papers failed to 
reach here today the Nashville de- 
fendants agreed to waive their ar- 
rival and accept service on fugitive 
from justice warrants. 

Bonds of $15,000 each were set 
by United States Commissioner Julian 
S. Campbell to insure the defendants’ 
presence in Knoxville for arraign- 
ment in federal court there on May 
25. They agreed to waive removal 
hearing. 

James FE. Caldwell, aged father of 
the accused banker, and W. G. Sim- 
mons, of Nashville, qualified as sign- 
ers of his bond, and Jesse C, Beesley, 
Sr.. Murfreesboro capitalist, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallace Smith qualified as 
bondsmen for Colonel Lea. Smith is 
foreman of the composing room of the 
Evening Tennessean, owned by Colo- 
nel Lea. 


Certified copies of the indietments | 


were received “in the first mail from 
Knoxville this morning. A. V 
Lane, United States district attor- 
ney here, said the arrival had been 
delayed because most of the federal 
eourt clerical foree in Knexville had 
been assigned to the court session at 
Greeneville where the true bills were 
returned.

| I have in my basement an oil burner which is as near perfect as a piece 
| of machinery can be. It runs month after month without any disorder. But 
/ it is entirely dependent on a little electrical device,half clock, half thermome- 
' ter, connected by electric wires to the burner. No matter that the basement 
‘is dry and that the oil supply is sufficient and that the burner is itself in 
working order, if the thermostat is allowed to run down, 
or if the electrical connection is broken between it and 
the burner, the motor stops dead still and the heat is 
completely cut off. When the thermostat is in- good 
working order the control is automatic and convenient. 
At 6 in the morning the alarm goes off and the furnace 
runs until it heats the house to 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Then the draught is closed and the burner rests untii the 
temperature falls below that point. As soon as the ther- 
mometer registers the fall the draught is opened by the 
thermostal and the fire starts again. If I forget to wind 
the clock on the thermostat I must get up to a cold and 
cheerless house, but if I keep it in order my tomfort is 
assured,

In the same field | 
where such famous hitters and slug- | 
gers as Cobb, Crawford, Veach, Heil- 
mann, Fothergill and Manush roamed 
for two decades, Detroit carried three | 

outfielders last year who produced a 

batting average of .2S85. 

Through many seasons Detroit lack- 
ed good pitching to protect her heavy 
scoring. Last year Detroit had good | 
pitching but lacked scoring ability. 
The main offensive weakness was in |‘ 
the ontfield where in previous years | 
Detroit found her main strength. So, 
in the current training period, Man- | 
ager Stanley Harris is standing pat 
on his pitching staff for the 1931— 
championship season and concentrat- 
ing on outfielders. 

ROOKIE OUTFIELDERS. 

It is probable that Detroit will start 
the season with three recruit outfield- 
ers, Frank Doljack and the Walker | 
brothers replacing Roy Johnson, 
Elias Funk and Jonathan Stone, the 
weak-hitting combination of last year. | 

Doljack came up from Wheeling 
last September. He is aggressive, a 
fine judge of batted balls, a sound | 
fielder, superb thrower, a promising | 
hitter.

The Walkers came up from Evans- 
ville this spring. Harvey Walker is | 
the older and the smaller of the two. 
He bats left-handed, throws  right- | 
handed, has a strong arm, is accurate | 
in throwing, covers much ground and | 
has unusual fielding form. His broth- | 
er Gerald is taller, 20 pounds heavier, | 
bats right-handed, is a weak thrower, 
an awkward fielder but a better hitter 
and base runner than Harvey.

USE OF DEATH GrAIR 


(/P)\— 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 12.— 


After 61 years without an execution, 
| the 


state of Kansas is preparing to 
restore capital punishment. 

The electric chair will be used to 
cope with present day crime conditions 


if Governor Harry Woodring appgoves 
| bills passed by the legislature today 


making first degree murder and rob- 
| bery with firearms capital offenses, 
‘and providing for installation of a 
chair at the state penitentiary. 

The governor, who is personally op- 
posed to capital punishment, would 
not disclose what action he would 
take. However, he said recently he 


| would sign the measures if they passed 


the senate with “overwhelming” ma- 


_jorities similar to the three to one 


vote by which they were adopted by 
the house. 

On final passage in the senate to- 
day, the bills received majorities of 
nearly three to one. 

Under the legislation, it would be 
left to the trial jury to decide whether 
capital punishment should be imposed. 


‘The alternative penalty for first de- 


gree murder would be life imprison- 
for robbery with firearms the 
in prison. 
The last legal execution in Kansas 
conducted by ‘the state was a hanging 
in 1870. Reeords of the Kansas. his- 
torical society contain accounts of 
only five legal executions by the state. 

There have been executions for fed- 
eral offenses, however.
